Allowable Subject Matter 

3. This action is in response to the communication dated December 23, 2005 with 
the amendments to claims 2-3, 5-6 and 9, the cancellation of claims 1, 4. 8, 11-19 and 
the addition of claims 20-27. 

4. Claims 2-3, 5-7, 9 and 20-27 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to a method of generating a dynamic password 
that changes as a function of various parameters. The independent claim 9 identifies 
the uniquely distinct feature of parsing the string of characters to form the known 
password, the parsing distinguishing variable parameters from static parameters within 
the known password, and the independent claim 20 identifies the uniquely feature of 
providing a process for transforming at least a variable parameter into an ordered string 
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of characters, the process including providing data to a user for interpretation by the 
user and then comparing the user's interpretation to a predetermined known 
interpretation. The closest prior arts, Weiss (4,720,860). Yu (WO 00/62458) and Jalili 
(6,209,104) fail to anticipate or render the above limitations obvious.
